Troops, and to the Conduct and Bravery ot their 

Generals: Since thoſe Virtues are a peculiar Gift of 
Heaven, As the whole Action was, in a manner, ma- FuftPraiſes 
naged and directed by the Duke ot Marlborough, fo of the Deke 
the greateſt ſhare of the Glory is certainly due roof Marl. 
him: But then it would be injuſtice not to own, borough, 
that Prince Eugene's Portion in the Honour of that Eu Prince

knowledg'd by all, that they both perform'd the 
Part of conſummate Generals: Both giving their 
commands with all the Clearneſs and Compoſedneſs 
imaginable; Expoſing their Perſons, wherever 
their Prefence was neceſſary, with the greateſt Un- 
concernment; and preſerving their Temper and Pre- 
ſence of Mind in the moſt prefent Dangers. The 
Duke very narrowly eſcap'd being killl'd by a Can- 
non Ball, which graz'd under the Belly of his Horle, 
and cover d him wich Dirt: The Prince was in the „ * 
thickeſt of the Enemy's Fire. tut bad alio the good 0 .

ſmall Jealouſy to the Court of Vienna, the Archbiſhop 
ol Colocza was ſent to meet that Prince in his Camp, 
and cones with him on the Propoſals of Peace offer'd 
by the Emperor; which not being likely to be ac- 
cepted, his Imperial Majeſty difpatch'd Count Si- 
giſmond Lamberg to Comorra, with new Inſtructions, 
and Full Power to make larger Conceſſions 
The gth- of une, being the Anniverſary of the 
Birth of the Emperor, who enter'd into the 6Fth year 
of his Age, there were great Rejoycings on that Oc- 
caſion, but the ſame were diſturb'd by the Male- 
contents, who adyanc'd within half League of the 
Lines of Vienna, burning and plundering ſeveral 
Villages. They deſtroy'd all the wild Beafts kept 
in the Park near Swehet, which the Turks ſpar'd 
when they Beſieged Vienna, and amongſt others, they 
KkilFd the two extraordinary Leopards preſented to 
the Emperor by the late Grand Signior, who were 
ſo tame, that they were made ufe of for Hunting, 
inſtead of Dogs.

grant Paſſes to the Archbiſhop of Colocpa and Count 
Ligiſmund ot Lembergh, to repair to Gongos the 2otks 
of Auguſt, to make their Propoſals to the Chief Lea- 
ders of the Malecontents, who were Summon'd to 
meet there. The entire Defeat of the French and 


Bavarians at Blenheim had ſtill a greater Influence on 


the Aﬀairs of Hungary. The Envoy of France that 
attended Prince Ragorzi, was not able to varniſh over 
that Diſaſter ; and the Chiefs of the Malecontents 
wiſely conſidered, That France and Bavaria being 


nat in a condition to aſſiſt them, and the Turks ei- 


ther unwilling or unable to do it, it was high time 
tor them to think of making the beſt Terms they

Prince 
Regotzi made ſome alterations therein, but did not 
entirely comply with the Form ſent from Vienna, 
which was likely to ſtop the Negociations, had not 
the Envoy of the States prevail'd upon the Imperia- 


liſts to paſs over all Formalities, ſhewing them, by 


ſeveral Inſtances, that they could no ways prejudice

the Judgment of the Lords, in the Caſe of A4/bby and 
FVhite, that was no cauſe at all of Commitment; that 
Bailing che Priſoners in this Court, did not meddle with 


the 
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Bail'd, yet they are anſwerable to the Houſe, and are 
Priſoners in Cuſtodia Legis; that indeed juſtices of the 
Peace can commit for a Riot without Bail, bur this 
Power ariſes from an expreſs Act of Parliament for 
chat purpoſe; that the Queen her ſelf cannot commit, 
ſo as ro bind the Power of the Law ; but this Court, 
can in ſuch Caſes, and always have upon good Cauſe 
ſhewn, Bail'd, notwithſtanding ſuch Commitments; 
concluding _ the whole for the Releaſe of the 
Priſoners. The Council having done Pleading, the 
judges proceeded to give their reſpective Opinions, 
and the youngeſt F——-G——, declared, he thought 
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ce Priſoners ought to be remanded, alledging, that G———, 


i. was the firſt Habeas Corpus of the kind that ever Oi. 


was brought; Thar if this Return, now before the 


Court, had been of an Habegs Corpus from an Inferior 


Court, it had been a bad Return, but that the Houſe 
of Commons was Superior, and could not be bound 


by the forms of Yeftminſter Hall, having peculiar 


Laws and Cuſtoms ; that when the Earl of Northum- 
lerland Petition'd the King, where the Queſtion 


was, whether the Power that he had raiſed was 
Treaſon, which Petition was order'd to be deliverd 


to the Juſtices to be confider'd : the Lords made Pro- 
teſtation, that the Order thereof belong'd to them, 
and they reſolv'd it not to be Treaſon; That here 


was a Parallel Caſe, the Houſe ot Commons had 


declar'd the Priſoners guilty of a Contempt, and 
how could this Court contradict what had been de- 
termin'd by them, who are part of our Legiſlature, 
and cannot be ſuppoſed to break their Truſt? 7 
P—— was of the ſame Opinion, as to the Remand- 


ing of the Priſoners; ſaying, that this Caſe is not *— 
like that of the Lord Shaftsbury ; That as to the Ob. O. 
jection made by the Council, that the Perſons were 


not Members, he anſwered, that moſt Commitments 


dy the Houſe of Commons, were of other Perſons, 


not Members: As for Arreſting a Member, fitting 
the Houſe, &c. otherwiſe they could not vindicate 
the Breach of their Privileges. As to what was ob- 


jected, That this Commitment was during Plea ſure, 


he reply'd, That it was more beneficial to have Commit 
ments ſo, that Perſons ſo Committed might, in the mean 
time, make Application and Submit; and that the Com- 


mitments 
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mitments of the Houſe of Commons, were like the 


Commitments of this Court upon Contempts, which 
always were underſtood nor to be for any certain 
Time, and therefore during Pleaſure. Tnat it was 
like wiſe objected at the Bar, that the Commitment 
was for bringing an Action ; ro which he anſwered, 
That Priviledge does ſtop the Law, and fo it is in all 
Actions brought againſt any Servants of Members 
fitting the Houſe. And as to the Caſe of 4/bby and 
White, he did not think it to be the ſame with this Caſe 
here. That he ſaw but two Things in this Argu- 
ment of ſubſtance, firſt, If this Court being a high 
* Court, and the higheſt of all Inferior Courts, can 
5 diſcharge any Perſon committed per Mandatum Do- 
mine Regine, ſurely then it may diſcharge one com. 
* mitted by the Houſe ot Commons: To which he 
anſwer'd, That he took this to be a Fallacy, becauſe 


the King is to act by his Miniſtry, and by his Courts, 


and not by his Abſolute Will; that according to the 
Lord Coke, tho' the King be preſum'd to be preſent 
in this Court, yet he doth ack by his Judges here, 
otherwiſe he might be both a Judge and Party. As 
to the Objection, Whether the Commons ſhould, by a 
Declaration, direct who ſhould not be Sued; that we 
muſt ſuppoſe they have general Juriſdiction of Privi- 
leges, and Contempts, and Rights, as well as other 
Courts, that this Commitment was not for a Tryal, 
but as upon an Adjudication, and as a Puniſhment : 
That when they came to a Point of Juriſdiction, 
they muſt conſider it by Uſage ; that it is next to im- 
poſſible for the Courts of Weſtminſter Hall, to judge 
of the Privileges of the Houſe of Commons, who 


nave not Acceſs to their Rolls, where only Privileges 
of that Houſe are to be ſeen, and therefore it was 


very unreaſonable to put Judges upon the Enquiry : 
That it this Court had a Juriſdiction over the Com-

mencing a Suit, is no Breach of Privilege, tho? it 
© be againſt a Member himſelf, fo he be not affect- 
*ed in his Perſon or Lands. The ſecond Crime 
* mention'd in the Commitment and the Return, is 
© Proſecuting ; what is meant thereby, ſeems not to 
be fo clear, becauſe Proſecuting may be taken ſeveral 
Ways, as entring of a Continuance, which cannot 
© be ſaid to be any Breach of Privilege; the Perſon 
of the Member, or his Eſtate, not being diſturb'd 
thereby. Indeed, if you diſtrain the Perſon of a 
Member, or do any AG to reſtrain his Liberty, 
© then it is a Breach, and Puniſhable by the Houle. 
* Again, the Houſe of Commons ſhould have ſhewn, 
© thar they have a Privilege. For if the High Con- 
* * ſtable of England ſhould not ſhew his Authority, 
* we ſhould not take more notice of him, than of the 
* Conſtable of St. Martins. The Law of the Land 
.* muſt take place. A Man may legally Commence 
and Profecute an Action againit a Man that is not 
© Privileged, tho' Vexatious or Wrong, as appears 
by 2do Ric. 3j. 9. where all the Judges were of Opi- 
nion, that there was no Puniſhment for bringing 
an Action, tho' Wrong. It an Action is Sued and 
Proſecuted againſt a Peer, no Action de Scandalis 
Magnatum will lye, if there was any probable Cauſe 
of Action.

6 that it is. Another part of the Return ſays, that 
the Proſecution was, contrary to the Declaration, and 
ein Breach, &©c. I do not well know what is meant 
by a Proſecution contrary to a Declaration; but 
ſuppoſe there was a Declaration, I much queſtion 
© if that Declaration will make that a Breach of Pri- 
@vilege, Which was not ſo before. There is no 
© Precedent for it; and if any Man can bring ſuch a 
& Precedent, it will go a great way with me. Privi- 
lege is not unlimited, but is eſtabliſhed by the 
Rules of Law. If a Member break the Peace, he 
* muſt find Sureties, or it he commit High Treaſon 
or Felony, fitting the Houle, he muſt Anſwer. If 
the Declaration does claim a Privilege, and ſays, 
it is ſo, yet if it was not ſo before, the People of 
England are not eſtopp'd to ſay, it is not fo, for nei- 
ether the one Houle, nor the other, can enlarge their 
privileges. They concern the Liberties ofthe Peo- 
ple in a high Degree, and nothing but an Act of 
parliament can make a Man's Perſon Subject to 
Impriſonment, but where originally he was fo Sub- 
ject. The Reaſon why Judges do not give their Opi- 
nions to the Lords about their Privileges, is be- 
cauſe it is Lex Parliamenti, and the Lords them- 
ſelves being always there, are preſum'd to know 
their Privileges beſt themſelves; but whenever 
the Queſtion is about Privilege in Meſtminſter 
Hall, we muſt judge of ir according as it appears to 
* us, and according to the Law of the Land. Sup- 
* poſe in this Caſe the Houſe of Commons had not 
{interpoſed, the Plantiffs had gone on, and the De- 
fendants had pleaded the whole matter of the Pri- 


vilege ſpecially, and Plantiff had demurred; we 


then ſhould have judged of it, becauſe it would 
have been a Plea to rhe Juriſdiction of the Court. 


All appears upon Record now before the Court, 


and therefore we are to judge of it, as much as if it

* up and printed: The ſecond Reiolution of the 


Lords conſiſts of two Aſſertions: Firſt, That every 


* Man who apprehends himſelf ro be Injur'd, has a 
Right to ſeek Redreſs by Action at Law. Secondly, 
That the Proſecuting Actions at the Common- 
Law, againſt any Perſon, not entitled to Privilege 


© of Parliament, is no Breach of Privilege. What 


the Commons objected to the Univerſality of the 
© firſt Part of that Reſolution, as if ir would deſtroy 


all Diſtinctions of Courts, and make a Confuſion of 


ſJuriſdictions, did ariſe only upon a plain Miſtake. 
The Lords mentioned Actions in general, without 
* confining what they ſaid ro Actions at Common- 
Law, or affirming that Actions for all ſorts of Inju- 
© ries, May be brought in any one Court. As to the 
Inſinuation, that the Lords had no other Aim than 
*ro extend their own Juriſdiction, by the feeming

* at all concerned, as to the Writs of Habeas Corpus, 
brought before the Lord. Keeper, and the Judges in 


the Vacation time: But ſuppoſe they had, and ſup- 
* poſe they were ſatisfied, That as the Habeas Corpus 
Act was drawn, theſe Men mignt not be ſo clearly 
* Bailable by the Judges in Vacation time, by virtue 
of theſe Writs which were form'd upon that Sta- 


© tute; and yet they might be of Opinion, That the 


© the Priſoners had a reaſonable Proſpe& of obtain- 
ing Relief upon Writs of Habeas Corpus brought at 
common Law. If they thought ſo, it was not up- 
© on ſlight Grounds, as appear'd by the Conſequence; 
for the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Court of Queen s- 
Bench. whoſe Learning and Judgment is well 


* known, and as univerſally eſteemed as his Integrity, 


© was clearly of Opinion, That they were entitled 
to the Relief they prayed for their Clients. The 
Commons may give what hard words they pleaſe 
to theſe Gentlemen's appearing, to plead in behalf 
of the Priſoners upon the Writs of Habeas Corpus; 
*They may call it Inveteracy ſhown to the Com- 
* mons, and a conſpiring to make a Difference be- 


* tween the two Houſes, and to diſturb the Peace of 


the Kingdom: But after all that can be ſaid, the 
Fact will only be, That four Gentlemen, Lawyers 
by Profeſſion, Retain'd in a Caſe of Liberty upon 
* 2 Habeas Corpus, brought by five poor Priſoners, did 
their Duty in their Profeſſion; and for doing ſo, 
were themſelves Impriſoned by the Houſe of Com- 
mons, and denied the Benefit of the Habeas Corpus 
Act: And this the Houſe of Commons call'd, Do- 
ing Right to their Body. No Lawyer has ſuffer'd 
for ſerving his Client even againſt the Crown: If 
the learned in that Profeſſion may ſafely open the 
Law when the Prerogatives of the Crown are in 
* Queſtion, it will ſeem very hard they ſhould be 
* puniſhed for doing it in a Caſe of Privilege. To 
* deprive Men under reſtraint of Aſſi ſtance of their 
Friends, exceeds the ſeverity of aay Court but that 
of the Inquijition, the very name of which ought 
to ſtrike all Engliſhmen ani Proteſtants with Hor- 
'ror. Thelaſt Reſ-lucion of the Lords was not con- 


tradicted by the Houſe of Commons, and therefore

the Lords took it for granted, that as it Was tio 
longer conteſted, but that a Writ of Error is a Writ 
* of Right, and not of Grace ; conſequently, that the 
Commons did no longer inſiſt upon that part of 
* their Addreſs, That the Queen would not give 
leave fora Writ of Error. As to what was ſaid by 
the Commons, That it was not material whether 
* Writs of Error were of Grace or not, becauſe they 
did not lie in the Caſe of the Petitioners : The 
Lords faid, That whether the Writs of Error could 
be maintained or not in point of Law, was not of 
the Conuſance of the Houſe of Commons, nor the 
Matter in diſpute between the two Houſes.

As for his Character, take it from a Gentleman, 
who knew him very well, in theſe words, * His

* Senſe. His Literature was Univerſal, his Notions 
* uſeful, and his Obſervations Critical and Juſt. He 
knew how to write Controverſy, and differ in 
* Converſation, with equal Strength and Manners. 
He was as much a Maſter of the firſt, as if he had 
been always immured amongſt Books, and yet had 
* fo decent and winning a Behaviour, that no Courts 
could have added to the Complaiſance of his Tem- 
per. How much he could improve our Under- 
ſtandings, may be found by thoſe who read what 
* he wrote with that Intent: But this Nation can 
* ſcarce pay Regard enough to his Memory, for his 
making ſeveral, who were ſo much in the Wrong, 
Judge rightly of Toleration and Recoinage. What 
dhe hath Written about Trade, beſpoke him ade- 
quate to the Commiſſion he once had. and Con-

ing in order thereunto privately into the Parliament's 
Quarters, his deſign was diſcovered to Colonel l. 


ton, the Governor, and his Perſon ſeized at Ayppleton- 


hall, upon which the Parliament ordered him to be 


tried by a Court Martial at Guildhall, London. He 
made as handſome a defence for himfelf as the Cir- 
cumſtances of his Caſe would admit of; however, 
he was condemned to die for a Spy : But Prince 
Rupert ſending a Trumpeter from Oxford, with a 
Letter to the Earl of Efſzx, reprefenting his Caſe ro 
be new, and ſuch, if he were Executed, as might 
occaſion the like Uſage of ſuch as adhered to the 
Parliament from his Majeſty's Party ; ne was reprie- 
ved, and continued in Newgate ſeveral Years after, 
without any further hearing. After this, he became 
in ſome fort of Favour with Cromwell; but they that 


faid he was his Fidler, did it only by way of Ridi- 
cule, for having, perhaps, once or twice plaid be- 


fore him. In the Year 1660. and for ſome Years 


after, he publiſhed a confuſed ſort of News Paper, 
which at length was put down by the Gazette, firſt 


{ſer on Foot by Mr. Williamſon (ſince Sir Foſeph ) 


under Secretary to Mr. Secretary Nicholas, for which, 


however, the Government allow'd him a Conſide-

his D-ath, 
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ration. Sometime after the Popiſh Plot, that broke 
out in 1678. when the. Tories, began to gain Ground 
over the Whigs, as the Nation was then unhappily 
diſtinguiſhed, he in his Obſervators became a migh- 
ty ſtickler for the former, and deſcended to every 
mean and trifling Story to expoſe the latter. He 
ferv'd for Hancheſter as a Member in the Parliament, 
cal'd by King Fames 1685. but things taking a quite 
different Turn in that Prince's Reign in Point af 
Liberty of Conſcience, than moſt People expected, 
his Obſervarors were diſuſed, as not at all ſuiting with 
the Times: However, Sir Roger ftill continued Li- 


cenſer of the Preſs till King William's Acceiſion to 


the Throne in 1689. in whoſe Reign he met with 
ſome Trouble, upon account of his being ſuppos'd a 
diſaflected Perſon : However, he went to his Grave 
in Peace, though he had, in a manner, ſurviv'd 
thoſe Intellectuals, which for many Years he lived 
to enjoy to an uncommon Perfection, as appears by 
the very many things he wrote and tranſlated, of 
which I ſhall not here give a Catalogue. He was 
certainly a very great Maſter of the Engliſh Tongue; 
how far he was ſo in others, I ſhail not offer to 
gerermine. | EE 

Towards the end of this Year, Colonel Silus or 
Silius Titus departcd this Life. He was deſcended 
from a Family call'd Tito in Italy. He became a 
Commoner of Chriſt Church, Oxon. in Lent, 1637. 
and continued there three Years, from whence he 
removed into one of the Inns of Court. When 


the Civil Wars broke out, he became a Captain in 


the Parlizment's Army, but aftcrwards adhered 
* Clofely to the King's Intereſt. He went with the 
Parliament's Commillioners to him at Newcaſtle, 
thence to Holdenby, from whence he was ſent Exprels 
to the Parllament in June 1647. to acquaint them 
the King was ſeiz'd by a Party of the Army, com- 
manded by Corner Foxce, and for his Celerity they 
gave him 50 l. to buy himſelf a Horſe. He was 
ſoon after taken into Favour by Cromwel, and that 
P.r'y, who wouid hive engag'd him co perſuade the 
King to conſent ro the four Propoſitions ſent him by 
the Parliament. After the Beheading of King Charles, 
he follew'd the Fortune of Charles the Second, acted 
as Groom oſ the Bed Chamber to that Prince, and a 


certain 
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were the only Engliſh Men that follow'd him into 
Scotland. But Sir Edward Walker, was certainly 
there alſo: He was likewiſe at the Battle of Morceſter 
with King Charles the Second in 1651. and after 
the Defeat of the Royal Army, made his Eſcape. 
Sometime after Cromwell aſſuming the Protectorſhnip, 
he wrote à very ſhrewd Pamphlet againſt him, en- 
tituled, Killing no Murder, under the borrow'd Name 


of Allen, wherein he would have perſwaded him, 


for what he had done to the Nation, by way of Re- 
compenſe, to make away with himſelf, or prov'd it 
lawful, for any Body elſe to Kill him. After the Re- 
ſtorat ion of King Charles the Second in 1660. he was 
in much Favour with that Prince, and madeGroom 
of the Bed Chamber, and by a Warrant dated Fune 
the 1ſt, 1665. had an Augmentation of Arms gratis, 
viz. in a Field; Or upon a Chief imbatPd Gules, a 
Lion of England. He was choſen Burgeſs for Leſtmi- 
thiel, in the Parliament of May 1661, but wis no 
Penſioner, as ſome others of that time were. When 


the Popiſh Plot broke out, he became a Zealous 


Stickler againſt the Favourers of that Deſign and 


Intereſt, quitted bis Groom of the Bed Chamber's 


Place, and being choſen Knight of the Shire, tor the 
County of Huntingdon, in the Parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, October 21ſt 1680. he made ſeveral ſmart 
Speeches for the Bill of Excluſion. However, he 
grew in Favour with King James, being in November 
1687. introduc'd to that Prince by Mr. William Pen, 
with whom he join'd Intereſt for taking away the 
Penal Laws and Teſt, Sc. It was reported alſo, that 
he had finiſhed a Book to ſhew the Uſe and Advan- 


tage of it. He was in June 1688. ſworn of the Privy 


Council to King James, together with Chriſtopher 
Vane, Eſq; and Sir John Trevor, Maſter of the Rolls. 
After the Revolution he ferv'd Burgeſs for the Town 
of Ludlow in Shropſhire, in one or two Parliaments. 
He lived retiredly the latter part of his time, under 
the Preſſures of an Advanc'd Age, which, at length, 
brought him to his Grave. He was buried at Buſhy, 
in Hersfordſhire, the Place of his Nativity,

c J HE Army marched the 12th from Dillingen and 

> * Lawingen to go and Encamp at Bleinheim, 
along a Rivulet which edg'd the Front of our Camp, 
* which was ſaid to be Mooriſh, but was not ſo; our 
Right reaching to the Danube, and our Left to a 
Hill cover'd by a thin Wood. The Elector having 
* preſs'd to march forward, upon a belief that the 
Enemy were not join'd, Monſieur de Tallard con-

I told you. The Camp was hardly marking, when

Ships on the Coaſt of Barbary to Gibraltar, 
with little Wind Eaſterly, our Scouts to the Wind- 
ward made the Signals of ſeeing the Enemy's Fleet, 
which, according to the Account they gave, conſiſt- 
ed of 66 Sail, and were about 10 Leagues te 
Windward of us: A Council of Flag Officers was 
call'd, wherein it was determined to lay. to the 


Eaſt ward of Gibraltar to receive and engage them; 


and our Fleet were ſtrengthened with 1000 Marines, 
which-were in Garriſon Ja Gibraltar; but perceiving 
that Night, by the Report of their Signal Guns, 
that they wrought from us, we followed them 
in ths Morning with all the Sail we could 
Make. 1 2 
On the Tith we forced one of the Enemy's Ships 
aſhore near Fingerole; the Crew quitted her, ſet 
her on Fire, and ſhe blew up immediately. We 
continued ſtill purſuing them; and the 12th, not 


hearing any of their Guns ail Night, nor ſeeing 


any of their Scouts in the Morning, our Admiral 


had a ſealouſie they might make a Double, and, by 
the help ol their Gallies, {lip between us and the 
Shore to the Weſtward; fo that a Council of War 


was called, wherein it was reſolved.

We have not yet the particulars of the Enemy's 


Loſs. The Marquiſs de Villadarias marching with 
his Army to Beſiege Gibraltar, ſent a Letter to the 
Prince of Heſſe, Governor of that Place, That the 
French had burnt 8 of our Ships, taken 16, ſunk 7; 
and he allows the French have loſt 4 Men of War and 

one Galley, and that the Count de Thoulcuſe is woun- 
ded. During the Action we ſaw two of the Enemy's 
Gallies fink, and many of their Ships ſo diſabled, that 
they were towed oft by their Gallies, and we have 
reaſon to believe ſeveral of them periſhed ; whereas 
there was not one ot Her M:jeſty's Ships loſt, and the 
Dutch loſt only one call'd the Albemarle of 64 Guns, 
which blew up by accident the 16th in the Afternoon,

The 24th, by break of Day, we diſcovered the 
Enemy about three Leagues a-Head of us, and bear- 
ing towards our Fleet.

of three Squadrons: That which bears the White 


Flag with a Red Croſs, was Commanded by Admi- 


ral Shovel; and was in their Van, The Second Squa-

Monſieur de Relingue, our 
Admiral's other Second, who fought a- ſtern of him, 
did likewiſe anſwer all the Expectations that could 


be had trom one who is known to be fo good an Of- 


ficer as he is; he had his Leg ſhot off after he had 


fought abòut two Hours; and Monſieur de Rocbe-Alard 
the Younger, who after this Accident commanded 


that Ship, did alſo maintain his Poſt ſo well, made 


ſo great a Fire, and did it with ſo much judgment, 


that there was no want of any thing whereby we 
might diſcover that Monſieur de Relingue was wound- 
ed. The Battle ended in the Van between Four and 
Five in the Afternoon; in the Centre at near Seven; 
and in the Rear the Enemy kept ſtill firing after Night 
Was come on, but it was at ſuch a diſtance, that their 
Shot could hardly rea ch us. There cannot too much 
be ſaid in praiſe of the Officers of the Admiral's own 
Ship, and of the Guards de Ia Marine, who both 
ſhewed all the Valour and the Sedateneſs that could 


be deſired. Should one attempt to ſay all that is to 


be ſaid in the Commendation of every Officer in the 
Fleet, there would never be an end of it, all having 


behaved themſelves like Men of Courage and Reſo- 


lution. All that troubles us, is the great Number of 
braye Men we have loſt in this Occaſion; but a Bat- 


tle like this, can never happen without the loſs of a- 


bundance of gallant Men. 
We continued the Night after the Engagement 


within Cannon Shot of one another; all the Ships 
in cur Fleet carried their Lanthorns out, but of the 


Enemy, the Flags only had any Lights a. board. 
The 25th. in the Morning, the Wind being chan- 


ged and chopped about to the Weſtward, the T]W o 


Fleets formed each their Line a. new, having been 
put into Diſorder by the Currents, the Calm, and 


the Darkneſs of the Night. The Fleets were then a- 
bout a League aſunder, and in this Poſture ſteered 

along the Spaniſh Coaſt, each having occaſion to re- 
pair their Defects; in the doing of which, all that 


Day was employ ed., It ſeemed to us, that the Ene- 
my were very willing to get inſenſibly to a farther 


Diſtance from us, and in effect they managed it ſo, 


as that when Night came on they were 3 Leagues 


from us. Then they turned their Heads 15 
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Courſe towards the Coaſt of Spain till Midnight, and 
then tacked about towards the Coaſt of Barbary, in 


order to meet our diſabled Ships, which could not 


keep up with us, and to tha Wind ward of the Ene- 
my. By the means of having thus altered our Courſe, 


we found our ſelves next Morning pretty near one 


another, but the Wind came about again to the Eaſt, 
and then the Enemy being about 4 Leaguesto Wind- 
ward of us, had a fair opportunity of renewing the 
Fight, it they had thought fit ; but they did nor ap- 


pear to have any Inclination to it. They kept us 


Company all Day, without approaching any nearer. 
In the Night, the Wind being ſtill at Eaſt, we kept 
on our Courſe, making towards the Spaniſh Coaſt, 
whither we were willing to carry our Gallies, which 
were in a Sea very hazardous for Veſſels of that built, 
and to put off, from the Barbary Coaſt, fearing we 
ſhould have been carried too near to it by the dange- 
rous Currents which drive to the Landward. Ir is 
probable the Enemy made uſe of that Wind to get 
back to the Streights, for we have not heard of them 
ſince ; and tho' ſeveral Frigats have been ſent out to 
obſerve them, we have not yet been able to diſcover 
what Courſe they ſteered ; but if they went off to- 
wards the Streights, they have left us in Poſſeſſion of 
the Field of Battle, and do thereby conſeſs, That 
they do not deſire to have any more to do with us, 


_ unleſs they have a greater Superiority. * 


For our part we are returned to the fame Valez 


Malaga, where they came upon us, and where we 


expect to hear from them, and deſign, in the mean 


time, to take in Water. I had forgot to mention, 


That ee, two Frigats advanced towards 


our Admiral, which were taken to be Fireſhips, that 


were endeavouring to come up to us by the Favour 


of a very great Fire which Admiral Rooke, and his 
Second, made upon him, but they were rwo Bomb 
Ketches that fired ſeveral Bombs at him, as was ob- 


ſerv'd from the Frigats which we had on each Wing, 
for we could not ſo well diſcern it by reaſon of the 


great Fire. : 
The Enemy had all the Advantages on their {ide 


. that they could deſire, the Superiority in Number of 
Sdips, the Wind of the King's Navy, which conti.

Have receiv'd the favour of your Letter, in 
which you tell me ſtrange News indeed: For af- 
ter all the Noiſe that has been fo long againſt the 
- Tackers, inſomuch that mag. of them thought 
their ſafeſt way was to deny it in theic ſeveral Coun- 
tries; yet now they ſeem to take Heart again, and 
Mr. B——., who you ar is lately come down, under- 
takes to juſtify all that Proceeding, The Arguments 
he makesuſe of, you tell me, are theſs. 
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In the firſt place, he ſays, The Practice of Occaſſonal 
Conformity is ſuch a ſcandalous Hypocriſy, as is no way to 
be excuſed upon any Pretence whatfoever, That it 5 
Condemn'd even by the better ſort of Diſfenters themſelves, 
That the employing Perſons of a different Religion from 


| that eſtabliſp d by Law, has never been prattiſed by any 


wiſe Government, and is not allow'd even in Holland at 
this day. That the Sacramental Teſt was appointed by 
the Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, to preſerve the Eſtabliſh'd 
Church; which Church ſeems in as much Danger from 


the Diſſenters now, as it was from Papiſts then, That 
this Law being ſo neceſſary, and having been twice refuſed 


in the Houſe of Lords, the only way io have it paſs was 
to Tack it to a Money Bill. That it had been an Ancient 
Practice to Tack Bills that were for the Good of the Subject 
to Money Bills; that while grievqus Taxes were laid upon 
the People for ſupport of the Crown, the Crown might in 
return paſs ſuch Laws as were for the Benefit of the People. 


That the great Neceſſity therg was for the Money Bill's 
paſſing, was rather an Argument for, than wo this 


Proceeding : For what Danger could there be that the 
Lords (who pretend to be ſuch great Patriots) ſhould ra- 
ther loſe the Neceſſary Supplies, than paſs an Act ſo re- 


quiſite for Preſervation of the Church? That, however, if 


they could ſuppoſe them ſo unreaſonable, the Matter was 
get ſo bad; for it was but only Proroguing the Parlia- 


nient for a few days, and the Commons might bave paſs'd 
Ihe Land Tax again without the Tack. 


To conſider theſe Arguments in their Order: I 
ſhall very readily own, that a Man who thinks it 
unlawful to receive the Sacrament according to the

Juſtify'd: And I ſhall grant further, that One who 


does go once to Church to qualify himfelf, and never 
goes afterwards, is to be Condemn'd; whether his 
not going afterwards be upon a Scruple of Religion, 
or for his having no Religion at all.

There are others, who do net pretend there is any

ſinful or unlawful ; but they think their own Wa 
wer pure and decent, and more according to God's 
ord.

There are others, who do not carry the Matter 
quite ſo far as theſe ; but having been bred up in a

_— unleſs there was ſome what ſinful to make them 
a it. 
As to the Firſt Sort, they never Communicate 
with the Church; ſuch are the Quakers, and there- 
fare are not concern'd in this Queſtion. 


As for the Second Sort, an Objection to a par- 
ticular Part of our Service, cannor juſtify Men for 


not Conforming to the Church, in thoſe Parts of 


our Service, to which they—have no particular Ob- 
jection; 1 . 

And as to the two laſt Sorts, which are by much 
the moſt conſiderable, and comprehend the greateſt 
Part of the Independants and Presbyterians; I can- 
not ſee how thoſe Objections can juſtify them for 
never going to our Churches, tho? they may think 
themſelves juſtify'd by them tor going to their ſepa- 
rate Congregations alſo: 


That this was the Caſe of ſeveral of the Diſſen- 


ters, is very evident from their Practice. Dr. Bates, 
Mr. Baxter, and ſome others of the moſt Eminent

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Teachers among the Diſſenters, did, aſter the Reſto: 


rarion, go conſtantly to the Pariſh Chhrches, ſtay'd 
all the Divine Service, receiv'd the Sacrament every 


Month; and did exhort and bring their Auditors to 


do the . at the ſame time, they thought 


themſelves oblig'd to keep up their ſeparate Congre- 


gations too. And accordingly there are at this Day, 


in many Parts of England, ſeveral Congregations of 


Men, Women and Children, of ſuch, who neither 


by their Circumſtances, Sexes or Age, can have the 


leaſt Proſpect of any Office; who go ſometimes to 


the Eſtabliſh'd Church, ſtay all the Divine Service, 


receive the Sacrament; and yet at other times re- 


ſort to ſeparate Congregations.

Our Anceſtors had a very different Opinion of this 
Matter: The Papiſts did Communicate with our 
Church, in the Beginning of Queen Elizabeth's 


Reign ; and were fo far from being charg'd with Hy- 


docr iſy by any of our Church Men for it, that all 
— — that could be, was given to them; 
and a Declaration againſt Tranſubſtantiation, which 
was the Liturgy in Edward the Sixth's Time, was, 
to avoid Offence, left out, and not put in again till 
the Reſtoration. The Pope, indeed; did not think 
3t for his Intereſt to allow the Practice, and there- 
tore by a Bill forbad it. And yet I hope Mr. B——

The Jews employ'd the Sadduces, and the Heathen 
employ'd the Fews: The Pagans employ'd the Chri- 
flians, and the Chriſtans the Pagans : In France, 
(which ſeems to be the Place ſome Perſons propoſe 
tor the Model of their Politicks, and Church Diſci- 
pline ) there was an Admiral, a Lord Treaſurer, an 
a Conſtable of France ( not to mention ſeveral others) 
who were Proteſtants.

Monarch (as great a Perſecutor as he has prov'd ſince) 
the whole Army of France was entruſted in Prtoe- 
ſtant Hands. There is ſcarce a Town in Holland

where the Remonſtrants, as well as the Calviniſts, 
have not ſometimes been in their publick Offices. 
Some of the Generals of the Army, and Gover- 
nors even of their-Frontier Towns, are ar this very | 
time Roman Catholicks.

Every body knows the Circumſtances our Affairs 
were in, at the time when this Teſt Act was made. 
We had a Sovereign upon the Throne, who was ſul- 
pected to have a very ſtrong Inclination towards Po- 
pery; and who, if the Proofs publiſh'd after his 
Death by Authority may be believ'd, was then 
actually a Papiſt. His Brother, who had then the 
greateſt Share in the Adminiſtration, and who had the 
Fleet and Army in his own Hands, was a profeſs'd 
one. The Lord Treaſurer, who had the Diſpoſal 
of all the Publick Mony, was a Papiſt. The Per- 
ſons employ'd in publick Truſt, were ſuch as were 
likely ro purſue the Methods preſcrib'd them by theſe. 
Secrer Treaties were made with the French King; 
great Sums of Money receiy'd from him; and his 
Ambaſiador was at the Head of our Affairs in Eng- 
land. In fine, there appear'd, upon all Occaſions, 
an evident Diſpoſition at Court to introduce Popery, 
and deſtroy the Liberty of the Subject; and there 
was a potent Foreign Prince ready at all times, to en- 
gage in any Enterprize againſt the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, and the Civil Rights of all Europe, 


But is there any Danger like this from the Diſſen- 
ters at preſent? Has ever the moſt malicious Enemy 
but once ſuſpected her Majeſty of any Deſigns a- 
gainſt the Church of England?

their Opinion, yet it cannot paſs into a Law, till 


it has had its Sanction from the Throne. Theſe 
different Steps are wiſely order'd by our Conſtitu- 
tion, for fear any thing ſhould paſs into a Law by a 
particular Faction, by Heat of Parties, or by Inad- 
vertency.

But this excellent Form of our Legiflature is at an 
End, it Encouragement be given to this new man- 
ner of Tacking.

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Or how ſhould our Army have ſupported themſelves wu 


without any hopes of Supplies from hence. 


All the Confederates were then in Conſultation 
how to carry on the War the next Year; and what 
Influence fuch a Miſcarriage here would have had 
pou all their Proceedings, I almoſt tremble to 
think. .

The French King found ſuch Difficulties in railing 
Supplies for the enſuing Campaign, that he was in a 
manner obliged to declare himſelf Bankrupt. But 
ſuch an Encouragement from hence as the Tack had 
been, would have ſet his Matters right again, and 
one ſuch Vote from our Parliament had made him 
ſufficient Amends for all the Prejudice our Armies 
had done him. | 


I cannot conclude this Paper better, than with the 
Words of Her Majeſty's moſt Gracious Speech to the 
Parliament at parting.
